War Upsets Series of Celebrations In
This Country and Europe—Ameri-
can and British Communications on
Bignificance of Centenary.

NEW YORK, December 23.—The
people of the United States and Great

Britaln to-morrow will observe the
one hundredth anniversary of the slgn-
Ing of tht treaty of Ghent by remind-
ling themselves that the dry marks a
century of peace among English-speak-
ing natlona. The original plans called
for a serles of celebrations In this
country and Europe.
